Purpose 

The Steinbach Bible Institute is an interdenominational Bible 
School. It aims to train and send forth men and women who have 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as their own personal Saviour through 
the grace of God, who have acquired knowledge of the Word of 
God to enable them to lead others to Christ and to instruct them 
to grow spiritually, who have become spirit filled with a passion 
to win the lost, and who have become willing and zealous to serve 
the Lord in their own home church and wherever called by Him. 

Courses ol Study 

1. Three-year general Bible course. 

2. Two-year Christian education course. 

3. High School. 

Completion of the two-year course entitles the student to a 
diploma from the Evangelical Teacher Training Association of 
Chicago. Completion of the three-year Bible course may also qualify 
the student for this diploma as well as the diploma of the Bible 
Institute, depending on the subjects taken. 

Entrance Requirements 

Anyone of good moral character who is willing to obey the 
rules and regulations of the school will be welcomed at the school. 
Students who wish to take the Christian Education Course in two 
years must have a Grade X standing or have reached the age of 
twenty years. You are invited to write in for an application form

STATEMENT OF FAITH

We believe in the personal, literal return of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to judge the living and the dead and to reward every man 
according to his works. 

IX

unjust. 

X 

We believe in the eternal duration of the blessedness of the 
righteous and of the punishment of the wicked. 

XI 

We believe that every believer belongs to the Bride or Church 
of Christ and has the responsibility to so live and witness that the 
interests of Christ shall be advanced among men. 

XII 

We believe that Christians are to live a separated life; abstain 
from all carnal strife, worldly practice, worldly dress and worldly 

amusements. 
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True Success 


"... the time of my departure is at 
hand. I have fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day: and not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love His appearing.” 1 Tim. 4:6-8. 

Who does not want to be successful? 
Success is a magic word. There is inherent 
in every man that desire to be successful. 
True, the conception of what success is, 
varies. To some it means possessions — a 
large bank account, social security, houses 
or lands, big business, living in luxury, to 
others it seems wrapped up in fame or ap¬ 
plause, of being seen and honored of men; 
to others it is the attainment of high posi¬ 
tions; and so we could go on. 

But that is not true success. The Lord 
Jesus Christ in His statement about the 
rich man that built larger barns to house 
his goods, who had social security, entirely 
removes the illusion that success lies in 
possessions. This man is a complete failure 
and a fool in spite of his riches, according 
to the Saviour. Again, in answer to the 
apostle’s aspirations to greatness in posi¬ 
tions and recognition the Lord shows that 
this also is vain and not to be desired. The 
apostle Paul in Phil. 3:4-7 lifts the veil 
of his earlier life and emphatically declares 
all his previous privileges, position and ad¬ 
vantages to be a loss, yea more than that, 
but dung, that he might win Christ and 
be conformed to Him. 


True success then, in the estimation of 
the Lord, and also of the apostle Paul— 
and surely we agree with them—lies not 
in things material, but spiritual; not in 
things of time, but of eternity. Paul says 
in I Thess. 2:19-20, also in Phil. 4:1 that 
they are his crown and joy in the day of 
the Lord, at His coming. The Lord, His 
Saviour, had sent him to preach the Gospel 
to open the eyes of the blind, bring them 
from darkness to light, from the power of 
Satan to God, that they might have for¬ 
giveness of sin and the inheritance with 
the saints. This he had done. The result of 
this work was his crown and joy at the 
Lord’s coming. 

To the apostle Paul, then, true success 
lay in the fulfilling of the plan of God for 
his life. He says on the eve of his life, 
“I have finished my course.” He was aware 
that he had finished the job the Lord in¬ 
trusted to him, he had not failed the Lord. 
He had let the Lord Jesus Christ control 
and guide in every department and phase 
of his life after that memorable day on the 
road to Damascus. He had had only one 
aspiration—to please and obey Him who 
had died for him and saved him. Conse¬ 
quently the will of the Lord Jesus was 
his law: Jesus had come to seek and to 
save that which was lost—that was his 
passion now. That is why he could say, 
"I am not guilty of the blood of any man.” 
So, when after all the persecution, dangers 
and sufferings of a life of unselfish devo¬ 
tion to the cause of the Lord Jesus Christ 
he is finally sentenced to be executed, he 
can confidently say, “I have finished my 
course.” Lord, I have finished the job you 
planned for me. I am ready to go. 

Oh, that everyone of us would be able to 
say that. Yes, true success is yours in so 
far as you have fulfilled the plan of God 
for your life, and no further. That the One 
who is not willing that any should perish 
will be able to say: “You recognized my 
love for the lost world and my desire that 
none should perish; you made my will your 
will, my plan yours. Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant. Enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.” 

Yes, that person has been truly success¬ 
ful who will be able to say with Paul, 
“I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith: Hence¬ 
forth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord, the righte¬ 
ous judge, shall give me at that day.” To 
be able to do this we will need to heed the 
admonition of the apostle, “That ye may 
be blameless and harmless, the sons of 
God, without rebuke in the midst of a 
crooked and perverse nation, among whom 
ye shine as lights in the world; holding 
forth the Word of life.” May this be the 
prayer of each one of our students. God 
empower and bless you.

Mr. Buhler was born at Grimsby, near 
Plum Coulee, Man. He spent the early 
years of his life on the pioneer homestead 
of his parents. At the age of fifteen he 
accepted Christ as his personal Saviour, 
through the influence of a visiting Gospel 
team. 

He received his first eight years of edu¬ 
cation at the local school. He attended high 
school for one year at Plum Coulee and 
finally completed his Grade XII at the 
Winkler Collegiate. Continuing his pursuit 
for knowledge, Mr. Buhler commenced 
studies at United College, where he spent 
one year. After two more years of study 
he acquired his B. A. degree at the Univer¬ 
sity of Manitoba. 

Besides his secular education, Mr. Buhler 
has studied the Word of God at the Win¬ 
nipeg Bible Institute and also at the Prairie 
Bible Institute, Three Hills, Alberta. Dur¬ 
ing the summer of 1944 he was engaged 
in mission work in the Inter-lake District 
of Manitoba, under the C.S.S.M. In the 
1952-53 season he taught in the high school 
at Sprague, in South Eastern Manitoba. 
At various times he has assisted in Sunday 
School work, and in the organization of 
Young People’s groups. 

We are fortunate to have Mr. Buhler on 
the staff of the S.B.I., and trust that God 
may use him in a mighty way for the in¬ 
struction of the secular subjects to those 
who are preparing for life’s service. 


Mr. Penner was born and brought up 
on a farm near Lorette, Manitoba. As a 
young boy he loved animals and nature 
and would often spend hours roaming the 
nearby woods. 

He was saved at eighteen years of age. 
The death of his father contributed largely 
to this decisive step for Christ.

He 
has been a teacher at the Steinbach Bible 
Institute for five years since 1946. Inter¬ 
mittently he has been attending both Gosh¬ 
en and Wheaton Colleges in the States. 
In February of this year Mr. and Mrs. 
Penner and their family left again for 
Goshen, Indiana, where Mr. Penner is at 
present engaged in further studies to be¬ 
come better fitted to teach the Word of 
God.

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Summer Activities 

Red Rock Lake Bible Camp 


In answer to the SOS for workers for 
Red Rock Lake Bible Camp, a number of 
students from Steinbach Bible Institute 
responded and entered this door of service. 
God gave some of us the gift of preaching, 
some, of teaching, some, of nursing, some, 
of cooking, some, of supervising. Enacting 
upon convictions that “all are laborers to¬ 
gether with God,” we set out to fill that 
department for which we were best equip- 
ed. Only when all of these phases of work 
function, can the purpose of the camp be 
accomplished. 

Let me give you a bird’s eye view of 
camp life. The position of a counsellor is 
of tremendous importance, his duties num¬ 
erous. In addition to instructing a Bible 
class, he must cater to the physical, as 
well as spiritual welfare of the particular 
rrroup in whose charge he has been placed. 

If there is not a sports director at camp, 
he may have to do double duty by acting 
in this capacity. Boating and swimming 
must be supervised. A fitting climax to a 
busy day is the evening service, preparing 
and softening young hearts. All efforts 
are repaid when some soul expresses his 
desire to be saved, and his heart’s door 
is opened to the Lord and Saviour.

Kemano, 

I had the opportunity to work in Kem¬ 
ano, B.C. last summer. Kemano is situated 
about 400 miles north of Vancouver in 
an out of the way, mountainous region, 
accessible only by plane or boat. There, in 
the heart of a mountain, a huge power 
plant is under construction to provide elec¬ 
trical power for refining aluminum at Kiti- 
mat. A ten-mile tunnel runs through the 
mountain to Tahtsa Lake. At the mouth of 
the tunnel, near the power house was a 
large camp or town of 5000 inhabitants 
who were employed for the gigantic pro¬ 
ject. These people came from many parts 
of the world: France, Rumania, Germany, 
Great Britain, Ireland, etc. 

Among all these people there were only 
a handful that were born again believers 
in Christ. These came from diverse walks 
of life and were affiliated with various 
denominations. There were Baptists, Ply¬ 
mouth Brethren, Pentecostals, Mennonites 
and others. 

We met in a schoolhouse each Sunday 
morning for Sunday School and morning 
worship service. As we had no regular- 
pastor of the little flock, we took turns in 
preaching the Word of God. In the evening 
we had an evangelistic service. Every week 
we had an evening of prayer and Bible- 


Rock. There actually is not enough “busi¬ 
ness” to justify her career, but she goes 
beyond the call of duty, making herself 
useful otherwise. 

Then, they tell me, a staff of cooks is 
indispensable—could be, we all must eat! 
With other students from the Institute, it 
has been my privilege to help out in this 
capacity. Fresh air and enervating play, 
are conducive to hearty appetites, which 
are easily appeased. 

Not only have students of the SBI taken 
an active part at Red Rock. In the sum¬ 
mer of ’53, Mr. Penner, our theologian, 
acted as camp director. As director he must 
be familiar with each department of camp 
life. Mr. Penner was. He seemed as cap¬ 
able of operating the light plant as he 
was of preaching! 

Since there is such a variety of positions 
to choose from, anyone who is willing and 
able, will be welcomed as a worker at Red 
Rock. The workers must all be consecrated. 
The opportunity of reaching annually some 
hundred and seventy girls and boys through 
the medium of a Bible Camp, should in¬ 
spire us with a sense of responsibility to 
enter this door of service.

God's Plan of the Ages 


God’s plan is a world plan, including all 
of mankind. It is revealed to us in one of 
our well-loved and best-known verses, John 
3:16 — “For God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that who¬ 
soever believeth in Him should not perish 
but have everlasting life.” God’s plan, there¬ 
fore, is that we might all be saved, and 
live for “the praise of His glory”. In Eph. 
1:3-14, we find each Person of the Trinity 
working for the salvation of the world. 
God sees the world as a single unit, (Gen. 
1:28; Luke 2:8-10; John 1:29.) and as 
we read and study His word, we are led 
to see the world in the same way. 


II 

God’s program is a world program, as 
we see from His commission given to all 
His followers in Mark 16:15—“Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the Gospel to 
every creature.” It is universal in scope, 
personal in appeal, practical in purpose, 
and personal in obligation. The evangeliza¬ 
tion of the world is the highest expression 
of the Christian life. Matt. 28:18-20. 


Ill 

In preparing ourselves for the propaga¬ 
tion of the Gospel, we need prayer. (Acts 
1:13-14). We must constantly keep in touch 
with God, in this way making prayer 
become a part of us. (1 Thess. 5:17) 

In Acts chapter 2, we find that the 
power for the propagating of the Gospel, 
is the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit fits us 
for service, selects and sends us forth, 
and accompanies us, gives us joy, assur¬ 
ance and comfort as we go. We must be 


careful not to grieve or quench the Holy 
Spirit, but be filled with Him. (Eph. 5:15). 
With the Holy Spirit in our hearts we will 
continually praise and thank God for the 
wonderful way He guides and leads us. 
(Heb. 13:15). 

The propagation of the Gospel must be 
accomplished by His chosen people. Good 
workers in the Master’s service will be 
those who live a well-balanced Christian 
life. The spiritual part of man is the most 
important. Our fruits must verify the sal¬ 
vation that we profess to have; we must 
have a call of God and show by our passion 
for God’s Word, fellowship with Him, and 
other souls, that we really have a burden 
and desire to answer the call in obedience. 
Physically we must be healthy; intellectu¬ 
ally we must learn what we can about the 
world about us; socially, we must learn 
to live, mingle, and get along with people. 
And lastly, we must put all our knowledge 
to practical use. 

The Apostle Paul is a good pattern of 
God’s great missionary. His determination 
was to know only Christ (1 Cor. 2:2); he 
took pleasure in being able to suffer for 
Christ’s sake (2 Cor. 12:10): he was con¬ 
tent in all circumstances (Phil. 4:11-13); 
his glory was in the cross (Gal. 6:14); 
he remained true and faithful to the end 
(2 Tim. 4:6-8). 

The message to be preached is the one 
Paul proclaimed as recorded in 1 Cor. 15: 
1-4 — that Christ died for our sins, 
was buried, and rose again the third day 
according to the Scriptures.

QUARTET WORK 


“I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ: for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to everyone that believeth ...” 
Rom. 1:16. 

The geographical layout of our work is 
very simple, it is divided into two routes 
(route No. 1, consisting of Libau, Selkirk 
and Dynevor Hospital; route No. 2 consist¬ 
ing of Scanterbury and Greenwald) that 
are being visited alternately. In this report 
I shall give you a brief insight on route 
No. 1 only. 

All our meeting places on “route No. 1,” 
as well as those on “route No. 2,” are 
being visited bi-weekly. It is Sunday, 7:30 
a.m., as the car, carrying the quartet and 
three to five persons, leaves Steinbach and 
heads north (60 miles) for Libau. After 
an hour’s drive, having almost arrived at 
our first meeting place, we stop the car 
and pause for a moment before our Heaven¬ 
ly Father, in prayer. As we do this, we 
come to realize more and more that with¬ 
out Him we can do nothing. 

The service at Libau, is held in the 
school-house which we are permitted to use 
without cost. If possible we begin our 
meeting at 10:30 a.m. The “one-hour pro¬ 
gram” consists of general-singing, Scrip¬ 
ture-reading, songs by the quartet, duets, 
solos, etc., and a Gospel message. It gives 
us great joy to be instrumental in leading 
lost souls to Christ. The Lord has honoured 
His Word and souls have been saved. After 


the meeting is concluded and all the people 
have left, we eat our lunch and prepare 
for the next meeting. 

From Libau, we go to Selkirk where we 
have a cottage-meeting, in an Indian home. 
At times it is somewhat discouraging in 
this home, but with God all things are 
possible, and He can change the situation 
in this home. The work in the Dynevor 
Hospital, however, is most encouraging. 
Dynevor hospital is an Indian T. B. San., 
three miles north of Selkirk. When we first 
began the work in this hospital last sum¬ 
mer, it was not especially favored by the 
hospital staff. The patients, however, en¬ 
joyed our visits immensely and asked us 
to keep coming. The Lord has worked 
wonders in the hearts of the staff, for now 
they are just too willing to have us come 
with the Gospel; for this we praise God. 
A number of patients have accepted Christ 
and are taking an open stand for Him. It 
is our prayer that through these testimon¬ 
ies, many more will come to know Christ 
as their own personal Saviour. 

We have now completed our work on 
“route No. 1”, and are on our way home. 
As we drive along the highway I see vast 
territories that have not been covered with 
the Gospel. What are you going to do 
about this? Christ said, “Preach the gospel 
to every creature (person).”

Today my thoughts go back to Bible 
School days when I, with others, sang these 
challenging words, “Shall we, whose souls 
are lighted with wisdom from on high, 
Shall we to souls benighted, the lamp of 
life deny?” Since then I have seen the 
pagan African who is tortured with fear 
and physical suffering; leprosy, blindness, 
ulcers, etc. are rampant. They know not 
what it means to be happy and content. 
They have no cozy blanket or white bed 
to snuggle down in. They own perhaps, 
only one small, dirty, ragged cloth and 
attempt to stretch it across their body as 
they settle down on the mud floor for the 
night. For many there are no school days, 
no Sundays, no rest. On certain dark nights 
they may come to the demon dance to offer 
their bodies to the evil spirits. 

Today, many of these homes, who form¬ 
erly knew only beer drinking, cursing, 
fighting and demon worship, have now 
changed to a home where God is honored 
and uplifted. At our own station, including 
neighboring villages, we have now over one 
thousand Christians who are rejoicing in a 
living Saviour. Many of these are learning 
to read the Word of God; others are attend¬ 
ing Bible School in preparation for the 
Lord’s work. 

Also, three miles from the station we 


have in our care 400 leper patients whom 
the Word is brought daily. In many of 
these faces now radiates the Love of God. 
Praise God for this. May the Lord bless 
all of you who give, go or pray.

The Steinbach Bible School is still in my 
memory as a place which I love and which 
I shall never forget, even though it is 
about 10 years ago since I graduated from 
it. 

How I would love to visit you all some¬ 
time, but the best I can do is visit you 
by letter, and this I do gladly. 

Just a short report on my work in 
Uruguay. You may know that I am sent by 
the M.C.C. on a term of three years. Half 
of my time is now over. My work is nurs¬ 
ing and also some young people’s work, 
planning Sunday night programs, etc. I am 
stationed at a new, two year old Men- 
nonite Colony. There are close to a hund¬ 
red families here. The people are mostly 
Danziger Mennonites, real tradition-minded 
people but have little of real Chrisianity. 

Since the colony is so new, many of the 
people live in sod houses, with earthen 
floors etc. Other families live in one single 
room of the few large houses that were 
on this land when it was purchased. They 
do not have cupboards or dressers to put 
things in, they live in suit cases and wooden 
trunks. I wish I could take you to see 
some of these places, we probably would 
be more satisfied with what we all have 
at home. 

My work is a type of public nursing. 
I have office hours twice a week, during 
this time people come with anything and 
everything—ailments of all types. I try to 
help them as well as I can. I deliver the 
babies in these homes by kerosene lamp 
light. The Doctor is 45 Kilometers away, 
but the colony is situated close to the 
highway and therefore can be reached if 
necessary. I thought at first it was impos¬ 
sible to work under such conditions and to 
take this responsibility upon me, but I have 
again and again experienced the abundant 
grace of God in many cases. I praise Him 
for it. It is my desire to serve the Lord 
more diligently and faithfully. 

May the Lord bless you all as you pre¬ 
pare to serve Him.

Then very cur¬ 
ious, I asked her, “Well where did you 
get saved and when?” She said, “I think 
it was on a Monday at Crystal Lake Bible 
Camp.” What a joy it was to my heart 
when I had thought that Camp Week had 
oeen a failure as far as Pelly was concern¬ 
ed. Pray for these young converts that 
they will continue for the Lord.
